This week, the Supreme Court ruled the $1.50 cigarette fee approved by the Legislature (Senate Bill 845) unconstitutional. A group of 
cigarette manufacturers, wholesalers and consumers of cigarettes challenged SB 845, alleging it was a ‘revenue rasing measure that 

violated the Constitutional provisions of State Question 640. 


Passed by voters in 1992, State Question 640 restricts the Legislature's abilly to enact ‘revenue raising' measures by requinng such 
measures to originate in the House, be enacted before the last five days of session, and be approved by a three 
chambers. Despite the state's argument that the revenue generated by the cigarette fee was incidental to its purpose cf reducing smoking 
the Supreme Court found SB 845 to be a revenue rasing measure. Since SB 845 originated in the Senate, was passed on the last day of 
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session and only received a simple majority of votes in each legislative chamber, it was deemed to be in violation of SQ 640. 

The decision means that $215 million earmarked for the Department of Health, the Department of Mental Health and Substance Abuse

Correction: The previous version of this article incorrectly listed the Department of Health as one of the agencies that 
would have received funds from the cigarette fee. The three agencies that would have received the funds are 
the Oklahoma Health Care Authority, the Department of Mental Health and Substance Abuse Services and the Department of 

Human Services. 


This week, the Supreme Court ruled the $1.50 cigarette fee approved by the Legislature (Senate Bill 845) unconstitutional. A group of 
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cigarette manufacturers, wholesalers and consumers of cigarettes challenged SB 845, alleging it was a ‘revenue raising measure’ that 

violated the Constitutional provisions of State Question 640. 

Passed by voters in 1992, State Question 640 restricts the Legislature's abiliy to enact "revenue raising’ measures by requiring such 
measures to originate in the House, be enacted before the last five days of session, and be approved by a three 
chambers. Despite the state's argument that the revenue generated by the cigarette fee was incidental to its purpose of reducing smoking, 
the Supreme Court found SB 845 to be a revenue raising measure. Since SB 845 originated in the Senate, was passed on the last day of 
session and only received a simple majority of votes in each legislative chamber, it was deemed to be in violation of SQ 640. 

The decision means that $215 milion earmarked for the Oklahoma Health Care Authority, the Department of Mental Health and Substance 
Abuse Services and the Department of Human Services will no longer be available. Legislative leaders are discussing next steps, which 

could include a special session.
